CHABIIOTTK, N. C., Sept. 14.—After 
many weary delays, the train load of 
Florida refugees arrived in this city, 
yesterday, and left after a short stay for 
Hendersonville, N. C., which is their 
destination. 
The train was made up in 
Jacksonville. It consists of ten coaches 
and packed in these conveyances were 
between 400 and 500 grown persons and 
IJerhaps a hundred childi-en. 
On the 
train were a number of colored pas- 
sengers of all ages. 
The first halt of 
any consequence was at Atlanta, Ga. 
As the train slowed up the heads of men 
and women blackened with coal dust 
and gaunt, hungry looking faces, blood- 
shot eyes, red for the want of sleep, 
were shoved through the open windows, 
and the ciy went up from one end of 
the train to the other: "Give us food 
and water." 


The doors of Durand's restaurant 
were propped open and all the waitei-s 
and plenty of volunteers carried sand- 
wiches, coffee and water to the thiiisty 
and hungry refugees. 


Dr. John Guiteras was in charge of 
the train. 
He said he did not know 
what the people of Hendersonville will 
do with them. But few of them have 
any money and many will be objects of 
charity. Dr. Guitei-as said there was 
three cases of yellow fever on the train, 
and one other case was suspicious. All 
were taken sick immediately after the 
train left Jacksonville.

any consequence ^was at Atlanta, Gu. 
As the train slowed up the heads of meu 
and women blackened with coal dust 
and gaunt, hungry hulking faces, blood- 
shot eyes, red for the want of sleep, 
were shoved through the open windows, 
and the cry went up from one end of 
the train to the other: "Give us food 
and water." 
The doors of Durand's restaurant 


were propped open and all the waiters 
and plenty of volunteers carried sand- 
wiches, coffee and water to the thirsty 
and hungry refugees. 


Dr. Jolin Guiterat} was in charge of 


the train. 
He said he did not know 


what the people of HendeiBOttville will 
do with them. But few of them have 
any money and many will be objects of 
charity. Dr. Guiteras said there was 
tliree cases of yellow fever on the train, 
and one other case was suspicious. All 
were taken sick immediately after the 
train left Jacksonville.
